Blagojevich 
Jurors Largely 
In Stalemate 

Chicago 

Jurors in the corruption trial of for- 
mer Illinois Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
said Thursday that they have reached 
agreement on just two of 24 counts 
against him, and haven’t even begun 
discussing 11 of the counts. The judge 
quickly said he would tell them to go 
back and deliberate more. 

The exchange once again left 
the courtroom in a state of uncer- 
tainty, with lawyers and legal 
experts saying there is no way to 
know for sure how long the delib- 
erations may go on — but some 
saying the apparent deadlocks on 
some counts were a good sign for 
Blagojevich and his co-defendant 
brother, Robert. 

The jurors did not say which 
two of the 24 counts they had 
agreed on, nor what their deci-

Israeli man accused 
in 18 attacks nabbed 
in Atlanta airport 

Atlanta 

Elias Abuelazam was about to board 
a plane for Israel when police arrest- 
ed him Thursday in connection with 
a three-month stabbing spree that 
left five men dead, 13 others wound- 
ed and a Michigan city in terror. In 
the moments before the bald, pudgy 
man in flip-flops and shorts was 
handcuffed, passengers saw him 
nervously talking on his cell phone, 
insisting he wasn’t violent. 

The Israeli citizen and legal U.S. 
resident is charged in just one case 
out of Flint, Mich., the battered 
industrial city where most of the 
stabbings occurred, but authori- 
ties said more charges are expect- 
ed there and in Ohio and Virginia. 
At least 15 of the 18 victims were 
black but it was unclear whether the 
attacks were racially motivated. 

Flint residents hope the arrest 
ends their summer of fear. Rough- 
ly every four days since late May, 
the killer approached men on lone- 


ly roads at night, asking for direc- 
tions or help with a broken-down 
car. Then he’d pull out a knife, 
plunge it into his victim and speed 
away; in one case he used a ham- 
mer. The youngest victim was 15; 
the oldest 67. 

Abuelazam, 33, was arrested at 
a boarding gate at Hartsfield-Jack- 


son Atlanta International Airport 
shortly before his plane was to take 
off. Officers seized him after he was 
paged over the intercom and told 
to report at a ticket counter. 

Abuelazam’s mother, Iyam al- 
Azzam, told Israel Radio that she 
talked to her son by phone before 
he was supposed to board “and he

GM CEO to Hit the Road 


Amid huge profits, 
auto company readies 
for new leadership 

Detroit 

General Motors Co. chief Ed Whi- 
tacre said Thursday he’s stepping 
down as CEO on Sept. 1, his mis- 
sion accomplished as the company 
reported its second-straight quar- 
terly profit. 

Whitacre, 68, will be replaced 
by GM board member Daniel Aker- 
son. Like Whitacre, Akerson has a 
background of leading telecommu- 
nications companies. 

Akerson, 61, will be GM’s fourth 
CEO in 18 months when he takes 


over the job. He could be the exec- 
utive who takes GM public again if 
an expected public offering takes 
place later this year. 

In a conference call with ana- 
lysts and media, Whitacre said 
the board was aware of his plans 
the day he accepted the CEO job, 
and he predicted 
a smooth tran- 
sition. He didn’t 
directly address 
a question about 
whether execu- 
tives with auto- 
Whitacre motive experience 

were considered 

for the job. He said Akerson has 
learned the auto business in his 
year on the board. 


“Dan has been involved every 
step of the way,” Whitacre said. “He 
knows this business from a board 
perspective and also from person- 
al conversations. So, I think he’s 
absolutely the right choice.” 

Bob Lutz, a former vice chair- 
man of GM who retired earlier this 
year, said in an e-mail that Aker- 
son doesn’t need auto experience to 
run GM because it has a solid man- 
agement team of industry experts. 
But he does need to listen to that 
team, Lutz said. 

“If he can bring himself to 
trust his now- outstanding senior 
executive group and lead rath- 
er than direct, I think he’ll do 
an outstanding job,” Lutz said.

Judge: Gay Marriage Still on Hold 


San Francisco 

A federal judge put gay marriag- 
es on hold for at least another six 
days in California, disappointing 
dozens of gay couples who lined 
up outside City Hall hoping to tie 
the knot Thursday. 

Judge Vaughn Walker gave 
opponents of same-sex weddings 
until Aug. 18 at 5 p.m. to get a rul- 
ing from the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals on whether gay mar- 
riage should resume. Gay mar- 


riages could happen at that point 
or be put off indefinitely depend- 
ing on how the court rules. 

Walker struck down the state’s 
voter-approved gay marriage ban 
last week in a case many believe is 
destined for the Supreme Court. 

But he moved to suspend gay 
weddings until he could consid- 
er arguments from both sides on 
whether the marriages should be 
allowed during an appeal of his 
ruling. He now says gay marriage 
should resume, but he gave con- 


servatives the extra time to get the 
appeals court to weigh in. 

Lawyers for gay couples, Cali- 
fornia Gov. Schwarzenegger and 
Attorney General Jerry Brown filed 
legal motions Friday asking that 
same-sex marriages be allowed 
to resume immediately. 

“I am pleased to see Judge 
Walker lift his stay and pro- 
vide all Californians the liber- 
ties I believe everyone deserves,” 
Schwarzenegger said after the rul- 
ing.

WikiLeaks

WikiLeaks spokesman Julian 
Assange said Thursday his orga- 
nization is preparing to release the 
rest of the secret Afghan war doc- 
uments it has on file. The Penta- 
gon warned that it would be even 
more damaging than the orga- 
nization’s initial release of about 
76,000 war files. 

That disclosure, which laid bare 
classified military documents cov- 
ering the war in Afghanistan from 
2004 to 2010, has angered U.S. offi- 
cials, drawn the attention of the 
Taliban and energized critics of 
the NATO-led campaign. 

The U.S. military has accused 
WikiLeaks of endangering the lives 
of soldiers and informants, and 
demanded that the group refrain 
from publishing more data.

As more teens hang 
out at popular strip, 
police step up patrols 

Washington 

Tracey McBride, 16, and five other 
girls are hanging at their regu- 
lar evening perch, on the steps of 
the National Portrait Gallery on 
Seventh Street NW, and the peo- 
ple-watching options are meager: 
parents herding small children, 
white-sneaker tourists, office work- 
ers on extended happy hour. 

When a female passerby reaches 
around to tug on bunched-up pant- 
ies, the girls on the steps let out 
a collective cry of, “We saw that!” 

The banter is tame compared 
to what happens on many nights 
along the stretch of Seventh Street 
between Penn Quarter and China- 
town, near the Gallery Place shop- 


ping complex. 

Last Friday, Metro Transit 
Police say, dozens of youths were 
involved in a massive brawl that 
spilled from the station onto the 
train, injuring four passengers, 


scaring scores of others and result- 
ing in three arrests. 

Washington’s newest retail and 
entertainment district has become 
a meeting place that transcends 
the city’s usual dividing lines. The 


street’s restaurants, bars, theaters 
and shops attract tourists, subur- 
banites and city residents alike, 
but business owners, visitors and 
police say the night scene has 
grown increasingly tense. 

Large groups of teens clot the 
sidewalks, threaten passersby and 
confront one another with harsh 
words and frequent fisticuffs. 

Their misbehaviors range from 
loud, obnoxious clowning to van- 
dalism and muggings.

Chesapeake Shellfish 


Baltimore 

Maryland health officials say peo- 
ple may be getting sick from eat- 
ing raw oysters and other shellfish 
from the Chesapeake Bay. 

The culprit is vibrio, a natural- 
ly occurring bacteria that’s more 
prevalent in the bay during hot 
weather. 

The state health department 
says there have been 24 cases of 
vibrio infection this year. That 
puts Maryland on pace to exceed 
the infection totals from previous 
years. Vibrio can cause wound 
infections, gastrointestinal dis- 
ease and other ailments. People 
with open wounds who swim in 
the bay are also at risk. 

It’s not just the bay where vibrio 
is a problem. A health department 
spokesman says at least four of the 
Maryland cases have been linked 
to out-of-state oysters.

A region already sick 
of storms is hit with 
yet another round 

Washington 

The skies lit up — again. The lights flickered 
before giving out — again. Groans of frustration 
were heard — again. 

Though many were caught off guard by Thurs- 
day’s early morning deluge, its aftermath was exas- 
peratingly familiar to area residents who have 
endured a summer of unusually severe weather. 

It started shortly after 7 a.m., with the temper- 
ature already in the low 80s and humidity at more 
than 70 percent. The sky grew as dark as doom 
and then cut loose, as a 60 -mile-long squall line 
sliced through the region from the suburbs of Bal- 
timore to just south of the District. Almost an inch 
and a half of rain was dumped across the area in 
roughly an hour, forecasters said. 

The torrent flooded streets across the area, at 
one point carrying a minivan on a 15 -foot wall of 
water a quarter-mile along Rock Creek in North- 
west Washington, while the driver fled and then 
clung for his life to a fence. If that wasn’t enough, 
another wave hit the area around 6 p.m. 

The storms struck eight days after a similar 
system smashed across Alexandria and Prince 
George’s County on Aug. 5. Another, even stron- 
ger, system pounded Montgomery County and the 
District on July 25. 

More than 100,000 were without power at the 
height of the latest storm. Many of the same peo- 
ple who had already lost power at least once this 
season were — again — facing days before their 
electricity would be restored. 

Local officials joined residents inventing their 
frustration at Pepco. “Power stays on more consis- 
tently in many developing nations than it does now 
in the communities surrounding our nation’s cap- 
ital,” Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley wrote in a 
letter to the Maryland Public Service Commission 
asking for an investigation into why Pepco is hav- 
ing so many outages for such long durations. 

After a summer with 51 days of 90 -plus temper- 
atures, 20 days of 95 degree readings and at least 
three destructive storms, the region has apparently 
hit its boiling point, (the washingtonpost/ express)

Playing the role of a legend isn't 
exactly new territory for Robert 
Duvall, the 79-year-old actor who’s 
one in his own right. But for “Get 
Low,” which opens in theaters today, 
he took on the part of Felix Bush, a 
real fellow whose fame came from 
a strange request he made in the 
1930s: He wanted to throw him- 
self a funeral party while he was 
still kicking. After avoiding peo- 
ple for most of his life, Bush decid- 
ed to invite anyone and everyone to 
his Tennessee abode for a bash. It 
ended up attracting national atten- 
tion — and with a cast that includes 
Sissy Spacek and Bill Murray, “Get 
Low” will, too. 

Did your family history help you 
prepare for this part? 

Probably. My dad’s family is from 
Virginia, but they were pro-Union.

You 
draw on what you know.

Anyone bringing Elizabeth Gil- 
bert’s blockbuster memoir of self- 
discovery, “Eat Pray Love,” to the 
screen faces a huge challenge: 
How to overcome the book’s epi- 
sodic, anecdotal structure and 
penchant for aphorism to create 
a dynamic narrative? Even more 
daunting, how does one drama- 
tize what is essentially an interi- 
or journey? 

The answer, at least according to 
director Ryan Murphy (“Glee”), is 


to photograph Julia Roberts against 
as many fabulous backdrops as 
possible. That strategy pays off 
with uneven success in “Eat Pray 
Love,” in which Roberts portrays 
the author as she recovers from

a disastrous divorce and general 
spiritual ennui on a yearlong trip 
through Italy, India and Bali. 

The book’s rabid fans are like- 
ly to feel well served by Murphy’s 
adaptation. And even newcom- 
ers, men included, can enjoy being 


swept up in the film’s lavish third 
chapter, where Gilbert meets a 
seductive Brazilian named Felipe 
(Javier Bardem) and embarks on a 
luscious love affair in Bali. 

All that eye candy aside, though, 
“Eat Pray Love” can’t be described 
as a home run. At least during the 
movie’s first third, Murphy doesn’t 
stop moving his camera, swooping 
it around and perching it above 
the action as if it were a neurot- 
ic bird of prey. The perspective is 
at its most jangled in Italy, where 
Gilbert is supposed to discover the 
“joy in doing nothing.” 

Her supporting characters get 
a little more time in India, where 
Gilbert meets the expansive “Rich- 
ard from Texas,” played here by 
Richard Jenkins in a scene-steal-

ing turn as a broken man healing 
his scars through bravado and 
spiritual seeking. It’s in India, too, 
that “Eat Pray Love’s” most affect- 
ing sequence transpires, as Gilbert 
makes peace with her ex-husband, 
played by Billy Crudup. 

Roberts, who cannily chose to 
produce “Eat Pray Love” as the per- 
fect vehicle for her alternately daz- 
zling and relatable talents, manag- 
es to tamp down the book’s most 
grating self-congratulatory tone.

Sylvester Stallone’s

It would be so easy to hate “The 
Expendables,” a super-stoked 
action thriller written and directed 
by Sylvester Stallone that injects a 
whopping dose of steroids into the 
term “vanity project.” Drenched 
in mayhem and machismo, over- 
stuffed with stunts, explosions, 
strutting and fretting and risible 
dialogue, this is a movie designed 
to leave filmgoers feeling not so 
much pumped as pummeled into 
submission, grateful for having 
survived an all-out assault on their 
senses and sensibilities. 

But just when “The Expend- 
ables” threatens to sink under its 
own considerable weight, Terry 
Crews blows a guy’s brains out, sil- 
houetted through a backlit door- 
way, and the entire groaning enter- 
prise levitates on a ludicrous plume 
of pure camp.

‘Cathy’ creator says 
she’ll end the comic 
strip after 34 years

The comic strip “Cathy,” which has 
chronicled the life, frustrations and 
swimsuit season meltdowns of its 
namesake for more than 30 years, 
is coming to an end. 


Cathy Guisewite, the strip’s cre- 
ator, said Wednesday that deciding 
to end the comic strip was “excru- 
ciating.” The comic has won sever- 
al awards, including a 1992 Nation- 
al Cartoonists Society’s Reuben 
Award and an Emmy Award for 
Outstanding Animated Program 
in 1987, and at its height appeared 
in 1,400 papers. 

“It’s just been really unbelievably 
agonizing to make the decision,” 


Guisewite said in a telephone inter- 
view from her home in Los Ange- 
les. “The strip has not only been 
the most astonishing form of ther- 
apy for 34 years, but doing a daily 


comic strip for the newspaper set a 
certain rhythm for my life.” 

The final “Cathy” strip, will run 
in newspapers on Sunday, Oct. 3. 
Guisewite, 59, said she chose 


to end the largely autobiographi- 
cal comic strip because she want- 
ed more time with her 18-year- 
old daughter and her parents, and 
because “other personal deadlines 
started becoming more pressing for 
me than the newspaper ones.” 

She said her “creative biologi- 
cal clock” was also urging her to 
try something else. 

The best part about writing the 
comic was how she was able to con- 
nect with women, she said. 

“It was just such a privilege to 
be able to be that voice for women,”

For decades, Boy Scouts 
and other kids on Staten Island 
scared themselves silly with tales 
of “Cropsey,” a legendary man/ 
creature who stole children and 
dragged them into the woods. The 
Cropsey legend centered on an old 
scout camp and several abandoned 
asylums, home to rumored under- 
ground tunnels, a perfect hiding 
place for a monster. 

Then, beginning in the early 


1970s, children and teenagers — 
many of them mentally disabled 
— began vanishing. As anguished 
parents assembled search parties 
and media descended on the story, 
the legend of Cropsey only grew. 

Myth met reality when a drift- 
er named Andre Rand, who had 
worked at a local asylum, was 
arrested in the murder of one of 
the children. When her body was 
discovered buried near his ram- 


shackle campsite, many believed 
they had found their monster. 

“Cropsey” follows the story over 
several decades, often in the mean- 
dering and frustrating pattern of a 
wild goose chase.
